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1.  PLAYS  FOR  ADULTS: 

Recently  a copy  of  the  General 
Extension  Bulletin,  "Plays  For  Adults", 
was  sent  out  to  all  CCC  Camps  in  Flori- 
da. This  is  a 4-8  page  bulletin  which 
ists  the  ploys  available  for  exam- 
j nation  from  the  General  Extension  Di- 
vision of  the  University  of  Florida. 

A short  description  is  given  of  each 
t’lay. 

Six  plays  may  be  borrowed,  at 
one  time  and  may  be  kept  for  a period 
of  one  week.  This  service  is  to  help 
you  decide  on  a play  which  you  expect 
to  produce  by  giving  you  an  opportunity 
of  reading  several  plays  through.  A 
ploy  cannot  be  produced  from  one  of 
these  borrowed  books,  however. 

Generally  the  borrower  is  ex- 
pected to  pay  postage  both  ways  on  the 
plays.  If  you  will  make  your  requests 
through  this  office  no  charge  for 
postage  will  be  made. 

Royalty  and  non- royalty  ploys 
are  included  in  the  list,  as  well 
as  one  and  three  act  plays. 

If  you  have  an  occasion  to  put 
on  an  entertainment,  write  for  six 
plays  e.nd  from  the  six  pick  the  one 
which  best  fits  your  particular  need. 

2.  ENTERTAI NM3NT  PUT  ON  BY  CO.  1420:

As  a result  of  the  program  a 
front  page  story  appeared  in  the  local 
paper.  Entertainments  of  this  nature, 
not  only  develop  a spirit  of  cooperat- 
ion between  the  community  and  the  camp, 
but  it  also  gives  the  CCC  some  very 
valuable  publicity. 


3.  VISUAL  EDUCATION: 

All  camps  having  moving  picture 
projectors  arc  again  urged  to  make 
use  of  the  Corps  Area  Film  Service 
Bureau,  conducted  by  Mr.  Hiboe.rd  S. 
Busby,  State  Educational  Adviser  for 
Georgia,  with  offices  in  the  New 
Post  Office  Building,  Atlanta.,  Georgia* 

There  is  no  charge  for  this 
service.  The  films  are  shipped  on 
Government  bills  of  lading;  there- 
fore, there  are  no  transportation 
charges  to  be  paid  by  the  borrower. 

Mr.  Busby  has  a large  variety 
of  films,  both  silent  and  sound-on- 
film,  and  16mm  and  35mm  types . Make 
use  of  this  free  film  service. 

4.  CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES: 

As  the  program  continues  there 
are  a greater  number  of  correspondence 
courses  being  taken  by  the  enrollees. 
This  is  one  of  the  best  methods  of 
teaching  the  men  specialized  subjects. 

We  a.re  sending  out  with  the 
Adviser  this  week  two  bulletins  which 
list  the  high  school  a.nd  college 
courses  offered  by  the  Genera.l  Ext- 
ension Division  of  the  University 
of  Florida. 

By  writing  this  office  you  can 
obtain  free  of  charge  any  course 
outline  you  desire.  The  outlines 
can  be  used  as  a guide  for  study  or 
as  teaching  outlines  for  the  education- 
al adviser.  In  most  cases  it  is 
necessary  to  have  a text  to  ac company 
the  outlines.  With  the  outlines  and 
a text  and  with  someone  to  supervise 
the  course,  the  enroll ee  should  be 
able  to  master  any  subject  he  desires 
to  study. 

If  credit  is  expected  for  the 
course  the  regular  fees  must  be  paid 
in  advance.  It  is  impossible  to  get 
a reduction  for  CCC  boys.  The  fees 
are  mainly  to  pay  for  having  the 
lessons  gra.ded.  Correspondence  courses 
are  excellent  for  use  in  the  camps.
